They are called Violent Storm and they're a lorpiece from Cardiif, I' 
like to say thanks to Clarkey for answering tnese questions. That’s 
about all so read on. . . . 

l.When were you formed and what is the current line-up ? 

"We formed in late '86 and the line-up is now, Bil ly- Vocals , Sheely- 
Guitar, Clark ey-Drume and Brydon-Bass.Our original guitarist leit to join the Marines." 



2. What is your favourite Violent Storm number and why 7 

"My (Clarkey) favourite is 'Land of my Fathers' because X wrote itii(Ba).No seriously 
because it reflects how we feel about our beautiful and ancient land, WALES, and how 
we've got to fight to protect her from her enemies." 

3. How many ki&e have you done to date ? 

"So far we've done only the one in Cardiff with the Glory, but by the time this zine 
gets out we'll have also played up in Newcastle with Skullhead and another gig in Car- 
diff on our own. We are living proof that White Noise aint dead." 

4 « What are the, main topics that you sin# about ? 

"We sing about our beliefs, Revolutionary Nationalism and the many topics this covers, 
eg IRA Scum, Communist and Capitalist scum, Repatriation, being White British SKins 
but not being Nazis, Rapist filth etc etc." 

5. Which bands do you feel have musically influenced you and why ? 

"Skullhead, early Skrewdriver and Brutal Attack. . .because they inspired us to being 
a Nationalist Skinhead band." 


6 ♦Do you have any merchandise available V 

"At the moment there's none but White Noise nave got a design so hopefully we'll have 
T-shirts, Posters, Badges etc out soon. Also we're hoping to fe et a demo out as soon as 
possible because we've got so many son^s and we want to get on White Noise Records as 
soon as possible and start the ball rolling." 


7«What do you think of sie^ heilink at k i^s ? 

"Basically that sort of thing is crap, We are Wnite Noise Nationalists and not Nazis, 
and contraxy to what the Zionists say the difference is immense." 

8. Who would you most like to see put trirou^h a mincing machine and why ? 

"No one person in particular as so many people fit into this catagory. Myra Hyndley is 
& candidate as are Margaret Thatcher and Steve Brady. But there is so much scum floating 
about out there we could write a booK on this subject." 

9. What are your future plans ? 

"To eventually get on vinyl and possibly our own record on W.N, records.We'd love to dc 
gigs in Europe (any offers write to V. Storm) and even to be famous." 

10. Lastly, have you anythin^ else to add ? 

"Many thanks Steve fot the interest in tne band and sticking by White Noise - Well dom |j 
Good luck with the zine in the future, we’d like to thank Skullhead especially Kev 
Turner for all his help and standing by White Noise. Also thanks to Cardiif N'F and all 
the best to everyone who's backed White Noisei- The struggle is not in vain, our day 
will cone.

Thigie the first in a series of a different kind of interview, instead of interviewing 
a band, it's a zinewriter tint's being interviewed. So for this issue here’s Chris 
Hipkin with his views. Rather tx^an say anythin^ else I'll go inti the interview. ....... . 

I.How long have .you been zinewritiriK and what is .your zine called ? 

”At the end of '85 my mate Mike suggested we both did an Ui zine concentrating on main- 
ly British bands. So after a while of thinking about it I decided it would be nothing 
but fun so I said yes and we called the ~ine BRITISH 01 which seemed a very plain title 
for our subject. I'd say we/I've been doin*, it for about 2 years, nearly 3 . Mike left 
the zine after a lose of interest but is still an Oi supporter and keeps an interest in 
the zine. He left about issue 4 in 87 but 1 didn't announce it till issue 6 in late 87. 
Since then it's been 100ft by me." 


2, Have you worked on any other ^ines before tnis ? 

"I couldn't really say I've worked on any other zine except my own but I've contrib- 
uted to White Noise, the NF's musical division.lt has been enjoyable doing this as I 
believe WN is a great cause and I aon' t believe loyalty is a loosely used word as some 
people do. I 'll give a helping hand to anybody that wants one concerning ^ines." 

3. What are the politics of the zine (if any) and what are your views ? 

“Originally British Oi was a strictly non-political zine although issue I featured SKR- 
EWDRIVER and SKULLHEAD but we were goin^ to use all Kinds of bands not just WN and Oi 
but every thing. But since issue 4 I'd say it's 100$* supportive of WN and always will be 
from now on. So I guess it's now a NF/WN zine.l don't push or preach politics cut give 
a view of WN and itfe merchandise etc .My views are those of a Revolutionary Nationalist 
whose aim is that of an NF Government, I believe in the spiritual and cultural sebirth 
of the Welsh peoples along with that of England, Ulster .Scotland etc. Also I believe in 
Racial Pride and repatriation of all non-white origin out of Britain with financial as- 
sistance. Basically I believe in the NF, not to be mistaken by the fascist faction nick- 
named the Frig or is it the Flag. This little statement explains a little bit of my vast 
views." 


4. Which other zinea do you like un todays, .market..?. 

“There are many zines on todays market am to be honest I have no particular leaning to 
any of them. I like zines that promote WN and the NF like White Noise, Cry Havoc and the 
Wales WN ..ine Welsh Leak. I've heard oi others starting up but haven't seen them yet. I 
like foreign 0i zines ironi Germany , Sweden, Italy etc. They all have tneir good points. 

Maybe Look Ahead will be included." 

b. Which of todays bands do you listen to when not zinewritmg ? 

“When not zinewritirig I sleep as zinewriting takes I00>£ of my time.Na seriously I list- 
en to lots of bands from all over the world. Link records I listen to, they have done a 
lot for Oi over the past couple of years since they started out witn just the newsletter. 
WN records have made a welcome return and I'll always buy their material. Basically I 
will listen to most Oi/Nationalist bands and they include:- Violent Storm of Cardiff j 
a band of the future, Skullhead, Section 5, The Glory, The Business etc. From Europei-Daily 
Terror, Brutal Combat , Bunker 84 and lots more. From the US: -The Anti Heroes , Moons tomp , 
Uprise, Warzone etc.Cne that sticks out in my mind axe Forced Reality of which I don't 
know if they're still going." 

6 . Have you anythin* to say to anyone starting up a zine ? 

"Firstly make sure which side of the fence you’re on. Don't bother slagging enemies as 
one day you'll regret it. Secondly maKe sure it naa a British Oi advert in it. Lastly, 
stick at it, it’s well worth it. Good luck to your zine Steve." 

7. Aqythin# else to add or anyone you'd like to_eay hello to ? 

"Only Cheers Steve, it's about time zines gave coverage about other zines, it would be 
good to see more zine coverage in future issues of zines from EUrope ana. the US. I'd 
like to say hello to all Geordie comrades, Stoke and Nuneaton comrades, Joanne a love- 
ly lass from Derby - Cheers for the mug!! Violent Storm for their continual effort to 
rebuild the movement, Skullhead especially Kev Turner, and all the local lads. VIYA 
WHITE NOISE. " 

Thanks a lot Chris mate for the replies and all the best lor the future. 
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Sow here’s a band that everybody in the world will have heard of (almost). Yes it's the 
Toy Dolls who have released quite a few LPa ana singles over the past few years. They 
first started out as a five piece called tne 'Straw Dogs' but after a couple of demos 
the band split up. Olga, the lead guitarist formed the Toy Dolls with Flip the ex- 
Dass guitarist. There has been a lot of changes in the group since then and at the raonie- 
lt the current line-up is; Olga (Michael Algar) . .guitar , vocals, Marty (Martin Yule).. 
)nuns, vocals and Dean James. . bass, vocals. The Toy Dolls fan Club no longer has members 
Dr membership cards but instead supply » Toy Dolls merchandise and a Toy Dolls newsmag 
every 4 months or bo. Their topics are vast and cover just about anything but not pol- 
itics or war. The best number at gigs therefore varies and so does the crowds that go 
to see the Toy Dolls. They enjoyed playing on T.O.T.P. (even though they later regret- 
ted the Nellie the Elephant single in ’84 because suddenly their gigs were full of 6 

year old girls and everyone treated the Toy Dolls as a 'jokey* band) and thought it- 

was the best music show they appeared on. Other shows they appeared on were The Tube* 
Razzmatazz, Saturday Superstore etc.. There was a good worldwide reaction to their 
last IP (Bare faced Cheek) but in their opinion Dig that Groove was their favourite* 
Along with the first LP a video was released and is very good value if you haven't 
seen it. Their one main ambition is to keep going and having recently returned from a 

tour of Brazil they probably will for a long time to come. So, what's in the pipeline 

then ? Well there may be the chance to play in Australia (hopefully) soon and their 
thinking about releasing a new LP for fans everywhere.lt will be a compilation LP and 
if released look out for a review in future issues.

There was a message 
to goto Newcastle Ctl St. 
so off everybody wento 
After a natter to almost 
everyone Colin Todd (The 
Oganiser) arrived and he - 
vhiBked Violent Storm away 

to rehearse. It was about 6.45pm and we all got redirected back to the Metro in Gateshe- 
ad. We all piled onto the train and got to the Metro as quickly as possible. Colin was 
waiting to take us to the venue and by now there was a lot of us. The venue was a short 
walk through the streets. When we arrived we all piled straight upstairs to the bar. Vio- 
lent Storm were still on stage rehearsing and were singing Hands off Ulster. After the 
rehearsal a tape of Cock Sparrer was put on. After half an hour or so of Cock Hparrer 
Violent Storm were ready. It was 8.15 a^d the gig was about to start. This was the first 
time I’d seen Violent Storm but I had heard a lot about tnem.They opened up with Combat 
the Nation ,a very powerful nujnber which had the faithful Welsh Lads up straight away. 

This went down a storm and I was impessed with Violent Storm after this first number. 

They went on with a few more numbers which included ’Violent Storm', ’Land of my Fathers' 
and 'Under Attack' which was deicatea to Chris of British Oi and White Noise. They sounded 
absolutely brilliant and very professional. There was a lot of skills dancing about ana 
having a good time at tne front of the sta^e but there was no security at all . There was 
a few that followed and amongst these were ’No Cause Stand or Hide 'Media Lies',<!sc 
'Hands off Ulster’ which was dedicated to everyone who hates tne 1HA murdering B...a*rds. 
These were closely followed by 'Pure Impact ', 'menace to Society', 'A riot tonight' and 
they finished off with an excellent set with 'Maa World’ , which was also a very good song. 
Overall I was very impressed with Violent Storm and was very pleased when they got back 
up to do an encore which was another chance to hear the brilliant 'Combat the Nation'. 

This song practically fill- 
ed the floor and everyone was 
joining in on the chorus. 

One of the songs towards 
the end was dedicated to 
British Oi and Welsh Leak 
skinzines but I can't re- 
member which one. All in all 
Violent Storm gave an exce- 
llent performance and must 
have gained quite a few new 
fans

and I'd like to say tnanks to Spike for trie replies. Nov read on... 

I. When did you start zinewriting and what is your zine called ? 

"We started WELSH LEAF, late in *87 though iesue 1 airin' t appear until early *86. To 
start with it was only myself and Wyn who produced Welsh Leak, though Casey who later 
joined us did do a lot of artwork for us, including the popular cover of issue 1 . The 
reasons behind starting the zine were many. For a start we were buying zines frees ar- 
ound the world many of which, to put it bluntly were pure crap. So we thougnt, "Surely 
we can do better". Whether we have or not is for our reanership to aecide „ but we feel 
that Welsh Leak is just the start of a new era of zines.

Ve thought the time was right for a real Rational Revolution a zone to stand 
up and speak for the Skinhead movement ana bring more and more Skinheads into our mo- 
vement. Our enemies are a multitude and any tiling tnat we can ao to unaermine their lies 
and bring the truth to people is worthwhile as far as we're concerned! Another fact 
which spurs us on is the fact tnat it's not jusx Welsh Skins who buy Welsh Leak but 
Skins (and Rationalists) from all the Britisa Nations, Europe ana virtually all over 
the world! Not only this but we sell to casuals, thrashers , punks and 'normal' people 
as well, who agree with tne basis of our message."

2.1s this the first zine you've workea for ana ao you work on any otners “? 

"For all of us Welsh Leak is tne first zine we've proaucea. However, we nave aone work 
and will continue to do work for any zines that believe in our iaeals. Causey has aone 
a lot of artwork for various zines and Nations! Hevulutronary publications ana Wyn 
myself have written for various other zines ana National Revolutionary publications." 

3. What are the zines politics (if any) and what are your views ? 

"The zines politics are National Revolutionary - luO%, tnougn we will feature vitually 
any bands and let our readers aecide for tnemseives. For Ex amp le in Welsh. Leak 2 (the 
Summer Special) we interviewed Skin Deep, who (in my opinion) showed themselves for a 
right bunch of pillocks. How anyone can say abortion 'saves a lot of grief* is beyond 
me. Abortion is one of the biggest institutionalised crimes going on in the world. Ba- 
sically millions are being killed each year and they cannot speak up for themselves - 
it's up to all caring people to speak up on their behalf to stop this he irons crime!!, 

I know I speak for W’yn and Casey (and a* dot of our reaers) when I say that we support 
the National Front 100 %. There's been a lot of rubbish spoken about the KF f mainly by 
a bunch of crooks, drunks, nazis and police agents who sell a toilet roll called 'The 
Flag'. These people are idiots who despise Ski nh eads calling them ' glueys *' and 'Thugs*. 
How any Skinhead can stand by these Reactio n a r y FILTH, is beyond me. They really are 
the scum of the Earth. I feel sorry for anyone taken in by them. Whatever awaits around

But seriously, if you want to co a pro-KF zine, we can 
help you out getting cheap photocopying etc. 1 know someone wno will be reading tins 
now who is yust starting a pro-NF zine. Weil cone Scott! Proua of you mate." 

7. Anything else to and and is there anyone you'd like to say hello to_ ? 

"Well, first of all I'd like to Bay well cone Steve. Look Ahead is a really good zine 
and a welcome partner in the new Era of Rational Revolutionary zines, keep up the gooc 
work. It's hard to know where to begin in the hellos. 1 suppose it's best to start at 
heme. Firstly my partners in crime Vyn k Casey. Violent Storm for standing firm - our 
day will cane! All the Cardiff, Merthyr k Valleys Rational Revolutionaries for their 
hard work in the past year. Well done lads ana lasses. Bello to the following groups
